Your complainant alleges that said deed ought to be set aside 
and said lands subjected to the payment of the afores?id judgment 
liens ,ther are no other liens against said land,but it will rent 
for enough in five years to pay said judgments. 

In tender consideration your complainant prays that the said 
R.L.Barber and Sallie Barber be made party defendants to this bill 
and answer the same but not on oath that being waived ;that a decree 

be entered setting aside said deed and the same declared to be 
subject to your compzainant liens and that the lands be” rented” ,and
